Four on court refuse to 
discuss or vote on budget 
at reg. meeting last wk.

A motion for the Morgan County fis- 
cal court to approve a 2007-2008 county 
budget reflecting a 1 percent payroll tax 
died for lack of a second during the 
court’s regular meeting on May 9 when 
four of the county’s five magistrates de- 
clined to vote. 

Paced with approving a balanced 
budget requiring the tax or inviting a 
government shutdown on July 1, the four 
magistrates sat silent, setting the stage 
for the latter. 

Magistrate Prankie Spencer, who 
made the motion, said without the levy, 
funds for essential services would have 
to be eliminated from the budget. 

“I know nobody is for this tax,” Spen- 
cer said. “I am not either, but I am pre- 
pared to do what is necessary to keep 
our county running. It has come to my 
attention that it is impossible to make 
cuts without losing major funds for em- 
ployees, fire departments, etc. 

“People say we need to live within 
our means, but means have gone down 
because costs keep going up. The cost 
of living has increased 120 percent in 
recent years; Morgan County is not ex- 
empt from this. I took an oath to see that 
this county prospers and is safe, so I re- 
gretfully make this motion.” 

The magistrates’ refusal to adopt the 
budget ended the meeting, rendering 
meaningless any further discussion, in- 
cluding consideration of planned rev- 
enue-enhancing revisions, which were 
also on the agenda and which would 
have made possible a reduction of the 
payroll tax — from a levy of 1.5 per- 
cent to 1 percent. 

Judge Executive Tim Conley advised 
the magistrates, who presented no alter- 
native proposal of their own, that court 
members will face state repercussions 
if the budget is not approved by July 1 
as mandated by law. 

“It would still take a payroll tax to 
balance the budget even if cuts are 
made,” Conley said. “Somewhere along 
the way the majority of magistrates will 
eventually have to pass the tax — or let 
the state come in and shut down the 
county.” 

Conley echoed protocol noted by 
Rich Ornstein and Tom Dobson, staff 
attorneys from the Governor’s Office for 
Local Development, during last month’s 
fiscal court meeting: 

“A state local finance officer can file 
suit in circuit court if the budget is not 
balanced by the deadline,” Conley said. 
“That means everything the county 
touches will be shut down, including the 
sheriff’s department and clerk’s office, 
as well as the road department, etc.”

Magistrates vote 
no to budget and 
tax at spec, meet 

Ball is now in their court 
with time running out to 
avert legal action by state 

The Liscal Court again rejected a 
proposed county budget Tuesday 
morning at a special meeting called 
by Judge Executive Tim Conley in a 
last-ditch attempt to avoid a govern- 
ment shutdown July 1 . 

This time, the magistrates, who 
had refused to act on the budget when 
it was presented by Judge Conley at 
last week’s regular meeting, voted 3 
to 2 against the measure. Magistrate 
Lrankie Spencer, who made the mo- 
tion to adopt, and Judge Conley voted 
yes and Magistrates Stanley Riggsby, 
Randy Cantrell, and Denzil Potter 
voted nay. Magistrate Burton Stacy 
did not attend the meeting.

A light turnout is expected in Mor- 
gan County at next Tuesday’s primary 
election at which the Democrat and Re- 
publican parties will select their nomi- 
nees for governor and other state con- 
stitutional officers. 

Observers say the race for the Demo- 
crat gubernatorial nomination is a tossup 
locally between millionaire Bruce 
Lunsford, former Lt. Governor Steve 
Beshear, House Speaker Jody Richards, 
and former Lt. Governor Steve Henry. 

Gov. Ernie Lletcher is expected to get 
the majority of votes for his party’s re- 
nomination from Morgan’s Republican 
voters, observers say. 

County Court Clerk Randy Williams 
said that judging from the sparse num- 
ber of applications he has received for 
absentee ballots and the equally sparse 
number that have cast their votes on the 
absentee voting machines in his office, 
a voter turnout here on Tuesday of as 
little as 30 percent would not surprise 
him.

CAMPTON — The Wolfe 
County Fiscal Court voted at its 
regular meeting May 9 to pur- 
chase property near Campton for 
the proposed Eastern Kentucky 
Heritage Monument — an ambi- 
tious grassroots project aimed at 
drawing tourists to this area of 
Eastern Kentucky. 

The court voted 4 to 1 to join 
with the state and purchase the 
site near the divergence of the 
Bert T. Combs Mountain Park- 
way and Ky. 15. 

The court will use untapped 
monies granted the county over 
a decade ago for industrial devel- 
opment purposes to pay two 
thirds of the purchase price for 
the monument site and the state 
will purchase the other one-third. 

Seen as an economic boon to 
Wolfe and surrounding counties, 
the monument, a 75 -foot stain- 
less steel wind chime sculpture, 
would be visible for miles to tour- 
ists traveling along the Mountain 
Parkway and would be the cen- 
terpiece for a complex that would

cannot expend any money. 

Should Morgan County not 
adopt a balanced budget by July 
1 as constitutionally required, the 
state Office for Local Develop- 
ment would be forced to file suit 
against the fiscal court and its 
members individually to force 
compliance. 

Magistrate Denzil Potter, 
speaking prior to the motion to 
adopt the budget, said the court 
should consider the burden a pay- 
roll tax would incur on the county 
work force. 

“We have to think about the 
working people of Morgan 
county,” Potter said. “Many of 
them don’t make much money 
anyway, and gas is supposed to 
go up to $4 per gallon this sum- 
mer. Can they afford this tax?” 

County Attorney Steve 
O’Connor suggested magistrates 
consider exempting low-income 
workers from the tax. 

“How can we exclude the 
poorest among us?” O’Connor 
asked. “There are people in this 
county trying to live on as little 
as $700, $800 and $900 a month 
who can’t afford this tax. Maybe 
those who make a considerably 
greater amount of money could 
make up for what the poor 
shouldn’t have to pay.” 

A discussion of the county’s 
finances ended with County 
Treasurer Tommy Phipps’s 
monthly financial report, in 
which he stressed the necessity 
of a balanced budget. 

“Even if the county had $10 
million in the bank,” Phipps said, 
“if there’s no balanced budget we 
can’t use that money. The county 
is busted — it will run out of 
money before the fiscal year is 
over. If we don’t have money we 
can’t pay people; the situation 
couldn’t be worse.” 

Before adjournment, longtime 
PVA Darrell Bradley, who is re- 
tiring this month, addressed the 
court. 

“This is my last fiscal court 
meeting as PVA,” Bradley said. 
“When I requested anything from 
the court, I always got it. I just 
want to thank everyone — you 
have all done a great job and I 
appreciate it.”

would require revenues from a 
proposed 1 percent payroll tax 
(rather than the 1.5 percent levy 
originally proposed), the magis- 
trates, who are sworn to operate 
the county in a fiscally-respon- 
sible manner, shifted the respon- 
sibility for developing a budget 
squarely onto their own shoul- 
ders. 

They face a formidable task. 

County Treasurer Tommy 
Phipps advised the court during 
the meeting that money to meet 
the county payroll probably will 
run out within two weeks. 
County road equipment already 
has been parked to save on ex- 
penses. 

Even if the court eliminates all 
county services — garbage ser- 
vice, road maintenance, etc. — 
and all funds earmarked in the 
budget for county fire depart- 
ments, the rescue squad, park 
maintenance and youth activities, 
along with subsidies for veterans 
organizations, and cuts its pay- 
roll by laying off every county 
employee, it would not be 
enough to offset mandated ex- 
penditures and make the budget 
balance, Phipps said. 

“You’re not going to be able 
to save your way out of this; it’s 
not going to happen,” Phipps told 
the magistrates. 

Pointing to Phipps’ 30 years 
of experience as county treasurer, 
Judge Conley pleaded with the 
magistrates to “put some trust in 
what he’s telling us” and adopt 
the revised measure to obviate 
the need for the state to file suit 
to force the court to comply with 
its constitutional obligation to 
submit a balanced budget. 

After Magistrate Spencer’s 
motion to adopt failed to get a 
second from any of the other 
court members, Judge Conley 
seconded the motion, forcing a 
vote. 

After rejecting the motion, 
Magistrates Cantrell, Potter, and 
Riggsby indicated they want to 
confer again with Phipps before 
time runs out to attempt to de- 
vise a budget that will balance 
without a payroll tax. 

The magistrates have only a 
handful of days to come up with 
an alternative to the budget pre- 
pared by Treasurer Phipps and 
Judge Conley. 

Attending the meeting were 
two top officials from the state 
local finance department in 
Frankfort who explained that 
without a balanced budget, the 
state is constitutionally mandated 
to file suit against the court and 
the magistrates. At that point, the 
county will be prohibited from 
spending any money until a bud- 
get that balances is submitted and 
approved by the state. 

And they advised the magis- 
trates that time is running out to 
get a budget approved in Frank- 
fort in time to avoid a shutdown 
of county services.

Danny Clark, boys’ tennis coach, 
MCHS; Vickie Oldfield, girls’ 
tennis coach, MCHS; Tammy 
Hensley, volleyball coach, 
MCHS; Teddy Peyton, assistant 
volleyball coach, MCHS; Sandra 
Tyree, yearbook sponsor, MCHS;

In other business, board mem- 
bers heard concerns from teach- 
ers, parents and administrators 
about students with behavioral 
problems. 

“The group was concerned we 
don’t have an effective program 
to deal with these students,” said 
Supt. Joe Dan Gold. “They would 
like to start a group to look at this 
behavior with law enforcement, 
the court system, etc. to develop 
more effective strategies.” 

The board also set budgeting 
priorities for upcoming summer 
maintenance projects, which in- 
cludes various jobs. 

“We will make final decisions 
regarding maintenance projects at 
later date,” Gold said. “There is a 
long list of jobs including air con- 
ditioning unit replacements, ter- 
mite treatments, track resurfacing 
and roof replacement at the Cou- 
gar Den.” 

Members discussed purchas- 
ing computers for the new Mor- 
gan Central Elementary School, 
which is slated to open in August 
for the 2007-2008 school year. 

“We did not take any action re- 
garding the purchase of comput- 
ers,” Gold said. “However, we 
have discussed possibly buying 
all new computers for the school, 
including laptops for teachers’ 



use. This decision will also be 
made at a later date.” 

The board also in preparation 
for the upcoming school year set 
school boundaries for current 
Morgan Central Elementary 
School, West Liberty Elementary 
School and Wrigley Elementary 
School students. 

“These boundaries are set to 
determine where these students 
will go to school next year,” Gold 
said. “This should clear up any 
confusion regarding the pending 
moves for Wrigley students and 
some WLES students.” 

A facilities plan for the 2007- 
2008 school year was also ap- 
proved by board members, who 
Gold said would be submitting 
the plan to the Kentucky Depart- 
ment of Education (KDE) fol- 
lowing a public hearing on May 
21 . 

“The facilities plan assesses 
needs and unmet needs for the 
district’s school buildings,” Gold

We are pleased to present this Annual Water Quality Report. This report is designed to inform the public about the quality of water and services provided on a 
daily basis. Our commitment is to provide our customers with a safe, clean, and reliable supply of drinking water. We would like the public to be assured that we 
will continue to monitor, improve, and protect the water system and deliver a high quality water direct from the tap. We know that water is the most indispensable 
product in every home and we ask everyone to be conservative and help us in our efforts to protect the water source and the water system. Please report any 
activity that might jeopardize the water supply. 



We buy our water wholesale from the City of West Liberty Waterworks, Cave Run Water Commission and Paintsville Utilities. The water source for West Liberty 
is surface water from Cave Run Lake and the Licking River. The water source for the Cave Run Water Commission is surface water from Cave Run Lake. The 
water source for Paintsville Utilities is surface water from the Levisa Fork of the Big Sandy River. The area around the sources is mostly residental but also 
contains some agricultural, recreational, and light industry activities. The final source water assessment for our system has been completed and is contained in the 
Morgan County Water Supply Plan. Copies of the plan are available from out office. The potential for contamination of the Cave Run Water Commission, West 
Liberty's and Paintsville's water supply is generally moderate. 



Drinking water, including bottled water, may reasonably be expected to contain at least small amounts of some contaminants. The presence of contaminants does 
not necessarily indicate that water poses a health risk. More information about contaminants and potential health effects may be obtained by calling the 
Environmental Protection Agency's Safe Drinking Water Hotline (800-426-4791). 

The sources of drinking water (both tap water and bottled water) include rivers, lakes, streams, ponds, reservoirs, springs, and wells. As water travels over the 
surface of the land or through the ground, it dissolves naturally occurring minerals and, in some cases, radioactive material, and may pick up substances resulting 
from the presence of animals or from human activity. 

Contaminants that may be present in source water include: Microbial contaminants, such as viruses and bacteria, (sewage plants, septic systems, livestock 
operations, or wildlife). Inorganic contaminants, such as salts and metals, (naturally occurring or from stormwater runoff, wastewater discharges, oil and gas 
production, mining, or farming).

Action Level (AL) - the concentration of a contaminant which, if exceeded, triggers treatment or other requirements that a water system shall follow. 

Treatment Technique (TT) - a required process intended to reduce the level of a contaminant in drinking water.

West Liberty received a notice of violation for excedding the MCL in refrence to the Haloacetic Acids parameter during the 1 rst and 2nd quarter of 
2006 for having .065 mgl in the Irst quarter and .063 in the 2nd quarter.The standard for haloacetic acids is .060 mg/I. In a effort to resolve this issue 
numerous operational procedures are being attempted including, but not limited to , reducing disinfection to the lowest level possible whithout 
compromising heath and safety, increasing the addition of activated carbon, adjust the tank levels, more frequent flushing to solve the problem. 
Haloacetic Acids-Some people who drink water containing haloacetic acids in excess of the MCL over many years may have a increased risk of 
getting cancer. 

in December 2005, January March, and May 2006 Cave Run Water Commission failed to meet monitoring requirements for Total Organic Carbon. In 
both instances, they sampled the water for TOC. They are required to report the results to the Division of Water. The labortatory that oversees this 
failed to submit the results withen the proper timw frame. The samples were taken within the proper time frame and did meet drinking water 
standards. There is nothing you need to do at this time. Cave Run Water Commission are taking extra measures to assure that this does not happen 
again. 



The commission has since changed 
treatment techniques to correct the problem, the most recent tests have shown a positive effect on the drinking water. Total organic carbon (TOC) has 
no health effects. However, total organic carbon, provides amedium for the formation of disinfection byproducts. These byproducts include 
trihalomethanes, or THMs, and haloacetic acids, or HAAs. Drinking water containing these byproducts in excess of the MCL may lead to an increased 
risk of getting cancer.

Ky. 519 reconstruction 



Work on $10.6 million 
project in Rowan to 
begin this summer 



Governor Ernie Fletcher and 
the Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet have awarded a $10.6 
million contract to rebuild and 
make safer a section of highway 
vital to area residents and the stu- 
dents of Morehead State Univer- 
sity - Ky. 519 in Rowan County. 

The project was among six the 
Cabinet received bids for last 
month in Department of High- 
ways District 9 counties. The 
Walker Company of Kentucky 
Inc. was the low bidder at 
$10,579,803.88. Work will in- 



clude reducing curves for a safer 
alignment, widening lanes and 
building new bridges. 

“I’m pleased to announce this 
significant improvement for a 
highway that serves as a major 
artery between eastern Kentucky 
communities, the Morehead and 
Morehead State University area,” 
said Gov. Fletcher. “We owe it to 
our residents to keep the roads 
they travel every day to work or 
school in the best possible condi- 
tion.” 



Design for the reconstruction 
of Ky. 519, otherwise known as 
the Woody May Highway, which 
connects West Liberty and 
Morehead, was authorized in No- 
vember 1999. Construction funds 



were authorized in January. 

The project starts where the 
U.S. 60 Bypass meets Ky. 519 in 
Morehead and continues 2.7 
miles to the bottom of Clack 
Mountain about a half mile south 
of Warren Branch. Along the way, 
crews will widen the road to in- 
clude two 12-foot lanes with a 
turning lane and 8-foot paved 
shoulders, two new bridges and 
one widened bridge. Construction 
is expected to begin by this sum- 
mer. 

“Our mission is to provide a 
safe and reliable transportation 
system that enhances both qual- 
ity of life and economic vitality 
in the commonwealth,” said 
Transportation Cabinet Secretary 
Bill Nighbert. “This project is an 
example of how the Cabinet and 
the Fletcher administration are 
fulfilling that commitment be- 
cause the reconstructed road will 
not only better serve area resi- 
dents but also improve safety and 



reliability for everyone who trav- 
els it, now and in the future.” 

That includes MSU students 
and faculty, who for many years 
have kept Ky. 519 heavily trav- 
eled as they make their way to 
classes at the main campus in 
Morehead or regional campuses 
in West Fiberty, Prestonsburg and 
elsewhere. 

“This entire project has been 
of interest to everyone for a long 
time, particularly because of the 
highway’s use by the university 
community,” said University 
President Dr. Wayne D. Andrews. 
“We’re very pleased that another 
section is being improved.” 

Construction activities are 
scheduled on a tentative basis and 
are subject to change depending 
on weather conditions. Motorists 
are asked to “Drive Smart” in 
work zones and be aware of 
workers and construction equip- 
ment when traveling in areas 
where projects are ongoing.

Social Security Provisions All 

Government Employees 
Should Know About 

When it comes to Social Se- 
curity, many government em- 
ployees have questions about two 
provisions of the law that may 
affect them. These provisions are 
the Government Pension Offset 
(GPO) and the Windfall Elimina- 
tion Provision (WEP). Yes, these 
names sound like gobbledygook, 
but here are some simple ques- 
tions and answers that should 
help readers understand what the 
two provisions are all about. 

Who is affected by 
GPO and WEP? 

Government employees. The 
Government Pension Offset 
(GPO) reduces the potential So- 
cial Security spouse’s/widow’s/ 
widower’s benefit amount some- 
one could receive if he or she also 
receives a pension from a federal, 
state or local government for 
work on which no Social Secu- 
rity taxes were paid. The Wind- 
fall Elimination Provision (WEP) 
can reduce a worker’s monthly 
Social Security benefit amount, if 
he or she also receives a pension 
from work not covered by Social 
Security. 

What is the purpose of these 
provisions? 

GPO and WEP are designed to 
ensure that all American workers 
are treated equally under the So- 
cial Security system. GPO stipu- 
lates that any Social Security 
spouse’s or widow’s benefit that 
a worker might be entitled to must 
be reduced by two-thirds of that 
worker’s government pension. 

Why? Well, GPO removes an 
advantage that some government 
workers once had. Before GPO, 
a person who worked in a 
governmet job that was not cov- 
ered under Social Security could 
receive, in addition to a govern- 
ment pension based on his or her 
own earnings, a full Social Secu- 
rity spouse’s or surviving 
spouse’s benefit. No other work- 
ers had this option because So- 
cial Security benefit payable to a 
person as a spouse or surviving 
spouse must be offset, dollar for 
dollar, by the amount of that 
person’s own Social Security ben- 
efit. 

Similarly, WEP takes away an 
advantage that the regular Social 
Security benefit “formula” would 
give peopel who have substantial 
pensions from non-Social Secu- 
rity covered jobs. Without WEP, 
a worker who spent most of his 
or her career in employment not 
covered by Social Security and 
who worked for a short time to 
get Social Security coverage 
would end up with much higher 
benefits than if all of his or her 
work were done under Social Se- 
curity. 

What is the purpose of these 
provisions? 

Last year, out of more than 49 
million Social Security beneficia- 
ries, only about 440,000 were af- 
fected by GPO. Also, last year 
there were more than 880,000 re-

We arc pleased to present this Annual Water Quality Report This report is designed to inform the public about the quality of water and services provided on a 
daily basis. Our commitment is to provide our customers with a safe, clean, and reliable supply of drinking water. We would like the public to be assured that we 
will continue to monitor, improve, and protect the water system and deliver a high quality water direct from the tap. We know that water is the most indispensable 
product in eveiy home and we ask everyone to be conservative and help us in our efforts to protect the wafer source and foe water system. Please report any 
activity that might jeopardize the water supply. 

We treat our water from a surface water plant Our source is from foe Cave Run Lake. An analysis of the susceptibility of foe West Liberty Water supply to 
contamination is generally moderate. However, there are a few areas of high concern; Cave Run Lake has 5 areas of high concern, 40 areas of medium concerns, 2 
areas of low concerns. Licking River, which supplies water to Cave Run Lake, has 12 areas of high concern, 52 areas of medium concern and 2 areas of low 
concern. A bridge on Highway 519 and abridge on Highway 460 is the point foat poses an immediate threat to the intake should an accident occur that results in 
the release of a substance harmful to humans. Other high concerns are forming sites and forming lands. Farming sites located in the area also present tire 
possibility for impact from the application of pesticides and fertilizer. The final source water assessment for our system has been complealed and is contained in 
the Morgan County Wafer Supply Plan. Copies of our Plan are available from our office. 



Drinking wafer, including bottled wafer, may reasonably be expected to contain at least small amounts of some contaminants. The presence of contaminants does 
not necessarily indicate that water poses a health risk.

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PSC allows East Ky. Power 
to up generating capacity 



The Kentucky Public Service 
Commission (PSC) is allowing 
the East Kentucky Power Coop- 
erative (EKPC) to proceed with 
construction of most of the elec- 
tric generating facilities the com- 
pany says are needed to meet ris- 
ing demand. 

In an order issued today, the 
PSC said the new power plants 
will be needed despite the fact 
that the 30,000-customer Warren 
Rural Electric Cooperative Corp. 
(RECC) rescinded its contract to 
purchase its power from EKPC. 
The decision by Warren RECC 
triggered a review by the PSC of 
seven plants it had earlier autho- 
rized EKPC to construct. 

EKPC will be allowed to 
complete construction of a coal- 
burning 278-megawatt plant near 
Maysville in Mason County and 
to build a similar generating fa- 
cility near Trapp in Clark County. 
The PSC also allowed EKPC to 
build two of the five 90-megawatt 
gas-fired turbine generators 
planned at its Clark County plant. 
EKPC voluntarily dropped plans 
for the other three. 

In allowing EKPC to continue 
expanding its generating capac- 
ity, the PSC said it was balancing 
the cost of constructing the plants 
and possibly creating excess ca- 
pacity against the costs of cancel- 
ling or delaying projects already 
underway and the potential costs 
to EKPC and its customers should 
the utility have to purchase power 
from outside suppliers. 

In its review, the PSC exam- 
ined the need for each facility in-

The first of the facilities to re- 
ceive a PSC certificate, in Sep- 
tember 2005, was the 278-mega- 
watt Spurlock 4 plant in Mason 
County. Scheduled for comple- 
tion in April 2009, it was intended 
to help meet the additional elec- 
tric demand created when Warren 
RECC joined the EKPC system 
in April 2008. 

The PSC granted a certificate 
for the 278-megawatt coal-burn- 
ing plant in Clark County in No- 
vember 2006. Known as Smith 1, 
the plant was designed to serve 
additional customers throughout 
EKPC’s service territory. 

To date, EKPC has invested 
nearly $50 million in Smith 1. 
Construction is scheduled to be- 
gin later this year, with comple- 
tion in June 2011, nearly a year 
later than originally scheduled. 

That delay reduces the likeli- 
hood that EKPC will find itself 
with excess generating capacity, 
the PSC said in today’s order. Or- 
dering a further delay to Smith 1 
would cost EKPC both in contract 
penalties and in the likely escala- 
tion of the cost of the plant, the 
PSC said. 

The PSC is an independent 
agency attached for administra- 
tive purposes to the Department 
of Public Protection in the Envi- 
ronmental and Public Protection 
Cabinet. It regulates more than 
1,500 gas, water, sewer, electric 
and telecommunication utilities 
operating in the commonwealth 
of Kentucky and has approxi- 
mately 110 employees.

Rural electric cooperatives, 
which get 80 percent of their 
power from the burning of coal 
and serve 40 million people, are 
marshaling their historically po- 
tent lobbying forces to fight pro- 
posals for limits caps or taxes on 
the emission of greenhouse gases 
that cause global warming.

electricity must be produced 
from coal, the co-ops say.” They 
also say co-ops are worried about 
the impact of rate increases on 
poor rural residents. 

Barry Hart, chief executive of 
the Association of Missouri Elec- 
tric Cooperatives, said a tax of 
$20 per ton of carbon emissions, 
which is in the range of what has 
been proposed in Congress, 
would force co-ops to raise elec- 
tric rates by 50 percent. 

It is not clear what Congress 
will do, if anything, to address 
climate change before the 2008 
election. There are a variety of 
proposals, both for a cap-and- 
trade system to limit emissions, 
and for taxes on carbon. A cap- 
and-trade system would be built 
around the exchange of emission 
allowances. Utilities that have 
more allowances than they need 
could sell them to utilities that 
need to expand and increase 
emissions. 

Congressional Democrats 
view climate change as a potent 
political issue but are divided 
over whether to take action now 
or wait until after the 2008 presi- 
dential election.

Child Abuse A Matter of Fact 

Kentucky law 
mandates abuse 
be reported 

Kentucky’s law not only man- 
dates the reporting of abuse or 
neglect, it specifically states that 
“any person, including but not 
limited to a physician, osteo- 
pathic physician, nurse, teacher, 
school personnel, social worker, 



coroner, medical examiner, child- 
caring personnel, resident, intern, 
chiropractor, dentist, optometrist, 
emergency medical technician, 
paramedic, health professional, 
mental health professional, peace 
officer or any organization or 
agency for any of the above, who 
knows or has reasonable cause to 
believe that a child is dependent, 
neglected or abused, regardless 
of whether the person believed to 
have caused the dependency, ne- 
glect or abuse is a parent, guard- 
ian, person exercising custodial 



control or supervision or another 
person, or who has attended such 
a child as a part of his/her pro- 
fessional duties shall cause a re- 
port to be made of such informa- 
tion to a local law enforcement 
agency, Kentucky State Police, 
Department of Social Services, 
Commonwealth’s or County At- 
torney”.
